Th,* coinmunities 
ealered to supported the sport loyally and i, is to 1 h- expeeteil that th,- inoiintain circuit tracks will do 
even !s‘l,er ill 1912. .VnoHier Item „f imiwrlancc was the construction of the new racing plant at lianrel,

ADVOCATES LONGER RACES 

REPORT OF KENTUCKY STATE RACING COM- 
MISSION GOES TO LEGISLATURE. 

Opinion Expressed That Racing Is Now More Popular 
and Better Patronized in Kentucky 
Than Ever Before. 



Lexington, Ky.. January 2. — The third biennial 
rejMirt of the Kentucky State Kacing Commission to 
the General .Assembly of the Commonwealth of Keu- 
tneky was laid by Secretary .1. Delliam Johnston 
ti|Miu the desks of the members of the Legislature 
when it Convened in Frankfort today. 

-After reviewing its action in various directions for 
tlie government of racing in Kentucky diiriag the 
past year, the commission lias this to sa.v: 

••It is la‘licvcd that racing in Kentnek.v is iiior,* 
IKipiilar uiid iK-ttcr attended titan it ever has la-eii. 
aud that it is reganh'd hy the pulilic in geiieriil as 
cleaner and free from many fuiilts and practices 
w'liich marred it in the past, and these n-|Mirts have 
gone out to the oHier states from which many in 
quirics have <-ome to the Commission for infurmatiua 
as to how racing is conducted here and many re 
quests for copies of the act of the General .Assem- 
bly estatillshing Hie Racing Commission and for 
copies of Us racing rules. 

“It has b,*en a long time since races of any great 
distance have tioou run, aud for years the races liave 
lK*en tests of speed alone, and were not a eriterlo'i 
hy which Hie stumiiia of our horses could he jiidg**,l. 
F. A. Daiiigcrtield. of tills Commission, coiux*ived the 
idea of renewing the old long distance rtices which 
were iirevulent in Hie seventies, when racing really 
was the ‘s|Mirt of kings,’ and of seeing if our liorses 
tial.ay had iK-en bred for si)c,*d at a sacrifice of tlieir 
piiwers of endurance, and the Commission, lielieviiig 
tliat sueli a rae,* would renew pnlilic inter,*st in rac- 
ing. and give a greater incentive to breeding along 
lines which would make horses of greater iitllUy, 
and espcciall.v for the inirposes of the govermneut in 
its cavalry and artillery, decided to give a four- 
mile endurance race, and annonneed that it would 
present a $1,090 gold enp to its winner. The stake 
was accordingly advertised, and nineteen subscrip- 
tions to it were secured, and it was run on Oetnber 
7. 1911, at the Churchill Downs course of the I.k>ii!S' 
ville Racing Association, which had offert*,! to add 
$;5.0(K» to the stake, that tieing Hie 6nly bid made 
by any as.soeiatioii for the privilege of running It. 
Five horses started in the race. It was worth $5,9(M) 
in money besides the $1,(KH) gold cup. Of Hie 
money 70 per cent, went to the winner, 20 per cent, 
to the second liorse, and 10 per cent, to the tliird. 
The stake was won ii.v Messenger Do.v, owned by 
Mrs. Mary Lutz, of Covington, and Aralned b.v her 
husband, Eugene Lutz, and a touching story -is told 
of hok- this, one of the richest stakes in .America 
in 1911, was won liy a pmir man’s horse whose owner 
had to borrow the money to pay his entrance fee. 

"The results of tlie race were gratifying to the 
commission in every way. A large and representa- 
tive crowd was attracted to see it. Man.v persons 
who had not Iteen on a race track in years turned 
out to see Hiis .great ract* and showed that the inih 
lie generally wished to see races of greater distances. 
It also .showed that onr liorscs of ttslay, Hnmgh 
they have lM-<in tired for specil. compare ’ fa vorahl.v 
with the liorses of Hie [last in tlie matter of endiir- 
aiiee. Hie winner having iiroken the record for Hiis 
distance. Ids time for Hie four miles lH*ing 7:14J, 
the race record formerly having la-en 7:li;. 

••'ITie cimmission lias decided to renew this ra<*e 
for the year 1912. nml lias iiassed a resoiiition to tlu* 
effect tlijit it would tigaiii pix-sent a' .$1. dial gold enp 
to the winner of the race, wliich will la- run in the 
fall of 1912. The various assoi-iations of Keiilnekr 
will have the privilege <if bidding for the stakiL 
and no bid of less than $ii,lHNt will be received. Tliis 
money is to be added to the stake, which, taken in 
conneclion with Hi,* subscription and entrance fees, 
should make a stake which is worth nearly $10.iaHl, 
liesides the gold <'iip. 

“It is the lio|s* of the commission that the asso- 
ciations. seeing the sentiment of the pnlilic in favtir 
,if longer races, will on their own rcsponslliilil.v 
take lip the iiiatti-r and give other races of the 
same distance, and also races of increasing distance 
leading up to and prcparnlory for the four-mile ra,-e. 
In that way IIh* horses which are in training for 
the Endurance Slnk<*s will, in the course of their 
training during Hic year, have Hu* o|ip,irtnnitv lo 
rnn in otlier races and win money witlionl injuring 
them or their chances for the •Rig Ra,-,-.’
